The parliam entary elections in the 
American. British and French zones 
of v c tern Germany constitute a re- j 
birth of that militarily defeated and j 
partially dismembered (but far from 
despairing) nation. 
The election of the 402-member 
Federal parliam ent has resulted in 
a heavy defeat for Communism. It 
has paved the way for a Conserva­ 
tive tm em inent ii the parties of 
the right form a coalition. These arr 
the pa; aes that believe in free enter­ 
prise as opposed to Socialistic na* 
tionaluation and paternalism .

Revival of Germany 
However, I believe we are wit­ 
nessing the revival of Germ any as 
a power in continental Europe. She 
was Hie politico-economic keystone 
of central Europe before the late 
war. She bids fair to be so again, 
lot the Gel mans arc a dynamic peo­ 
ple. 
Tills prospect has, of course, been 
causing anxiety among the nations 
which have suffered so grievously 
from German aggression. It is agreed 
among the Allies that the Reich 
must be kept militarily ham -strung 
to prevent any recurrence. Still. Al­ 
lied statesmen are taking cogniz­ 
ance of the fact that the first world 
war was launched by the autocracy 
over which the Kaiser presided and 
that World War II was decreed by 
Hitler Both wars were tile product 
of dictatorship. The Allies hope that 
a new and democratic German gov­ 
ernm ent will hew to the ways of 
peace, and that the bitterness of 
many Germans over their defeat will 
disappear. 
Democracy Arriving 
An Indication of the trend is seen 
in tilt move to make 
Germany a 
member ol the new 12-nation coun­ 
cil of Europe which now is meeting 
la Strasbourg. Tile council is a step 
towards the goal projected by prom­ 
inent European statesm en, namely; 
a united Europe with member n a­ 
tions eventually erasing geographical 
boundaries and other existing bar­ 
riers. something on the order of the 
United States 
The new Germ an government will 
represent Ult* voice of the people 
to an extent never before known In 
the Reich. As the signs read the 
days of autocracy and dictatorship 
in Germany are gone. Prussianism. 
which was so heavily responsible for 
past aggression, has suffered a death 
blow*. 
Democracy would seem to be a r­ 
m ing in Germany.
